The  conference 
will  begin  on  Saturday,  June  15,  and  close  Friday,  June  21,  with  the  final  candle- 
lighting  service.  This  puts  the  bulk  of  the  conference  within  one  claendar  'week, 
and  makes  it  one  day  shorter  than  in  former  years. 

OUR  STAFF  RESPONSIBILITIES 

Enclosed,  for  State  and  assistant  State  Leaders,  is  a summary  of  main  program  re- 
sponsibilities of  each  member  of  our  Division  staff,  developed  when  we  recently 
revised  our*  plan  of  work  for  1957.  Although  we  do  not  want  exclusive  dema'rkation 
of  any  staff  functions,  yet  efficient  operation  prompts  us  to  work  out  areas  of 
main  assignment,  where  a particular  staff  member  will  be  in  a lead-off  role.  We 
jokingly  say  "the  fences  are  low. " Ours  Is  a team  approach.  We  want  to  use  our 
combined  resources  in  such  a way  as  to  serve  the  States  and  the  total  F.E.S,  pro- 
gram in  the  most,  satisfactory  manner. 

4-H  AROUND  THE  WORLD 


At  one  of  the  major  assemblies  during  the  35th  National  4-H  Club  Congress  there 
was  presented  a "homemade  pageant"  titled  "4-H  Around  the  World."  It  reviewed  the 
progress  of  10  years  since  the  10  guideposts  program  was  adopted  at  Club  Congress 
in  1956.  The  tenth  Guidepost  "Serving  as  Citizens  in  Maintaining  World  Peace"  was 
the  central  theme  running  throughout. 

Participants  Included:  Kenneth  W.  Ingwalson,  chairman  of  the  "Advisory  Group  on 

4-H  Post-War  Planning"  10  years  ago;  Kenneth  Anderson,  recently  returned  from 
conducting  a two-weeks  workshop  for  rural  youth  leaders  in  Latin  America;  Samuel 
Hidolgc  of  Ecuador,  vice  president  of  this  conference;  Director  Henry  Ahlgren, 
chairman  of  E.C.O.P.;  Alois  Pnrtyl,  IFYE  from  Austria;  Doris  Kox^alt,  IFYE  from 
Michigan;  Jack  Good,  "Freedom’s  Observer"  to  R^dio  Free  Europe,  from  Virginia; 
Norman  C.  Mindrum,  National  4-H  Club  Foundation;  D.  Merrill  Davis,  Jackson,  Ohio, 
Music  Director;  about  30  International  Representatives  attending  Club  Congress, 
and  Ld  Alton  as  moderator. 

Many  of  you  expressed  an  interest  in  the  pageant  and  asked  if  the  script  could 
be  made  available  for  revising  and  use  at  State  or  county  events.  We  saw  it  used 
successfully  in  Oregon  recently.  Gopies  are  enclosed  for  State  and  assistant 
State  4-H  leaders.

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OPPORTUNITIES  TO  SHARE 

At  the  request  of  the  Extension  Subcommittee  on  4-H  Club  Work  (June  and  Novem- 
ber 1956  meetings),  we  have  reviewed  and  revised  the  list  of  "Opportunities  for 
4-H  Club  Members  to  Share."  A copy  is  enclosed. 

Each  of  the  programs  listed  has  been  checked  carefully  and  is  believed  to  be 
worthy  and  effective.  However,  this  listing  does  not  constitute  an  official  en- 
dorsement nor  should  it  be  assumed  that  because  a program  or  welfare  is  not 
listed  here  it  is  considered  unworthy.  Local  situations  and  interests  of  the 
people  should  be  the  criteria  for  choosing  where,  when  and  to  what  extent  con- 
tributions or  cooperation  is  appropriate  by  4-H  Clubs  or  YMW  groups.  Extension 
groups  have  always  been  noted  for  sharing  with  others  and  for  observing  The  Golden 
Rule  in  times  and  places  of  need  and  emergency.

The  above  information  was  supplied  by  State  Extension 
Soil  Conservationists  in  a survey  summarized  by  Mr.  Tascher. 

The  Sixth  Annual  Land  Pasture  and  Range  Judging  Contest  is  scheduled  for  May  2-3, 
1957  near  Oklahoma  City.  Much  interest  is  being  shown  in  this  growing  activity. 
About  15  States  have  participated  in  previous  years  but  indications  are  for  an  in- 
creased number. 

CHILDREN'S  STAMP  - 1956 

Have  you  seen  the  new  Children's  Stamp  - "Friendship  - The  Key  to  World  Peace"? 

This  was  introduced  at  a special  ceremony  at  the  White  House  on  December  20  and 
was  a splendid  tribute  to  youth  programs.  We  can  te  proud  that  we  are  having  a 
small  part  in  helping  "Children  of  today  who  are  the  hone  of  the  World  tomorrow". 

Ed  Aiton  attended  the  ceremony  and  observed  a deep  and  sincere  interest  in  youth, 
as  expressed  by  President  Eisenhower. 

LEADER  TRAINING  - Getting  the  Most  Out  of  Your  Sevang  Machine 

"Many  mothers  let  the  4-K  girls  use  their  machines  for  the  first  time  since  they 
knew  something  about  a machine."  This  and  numerous  other  testimonials  were 
noted  at  a recent  conference  held  in  D.  C.  to  discuss  the  results  of  the  first  year 
of  the  program  and  to  plan  for  1957.  Reports  show  that  10,000  adult  leaders  and 
750  junior  leaders  received  training  in  1956.

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PROFESSIONAL  IMPROVEMENT 

The  back  cover  of  the  January  Extension  Service  Review  lists  many  fine  oppor- 
tunities at  Extension  Summer  Schools.  The  4-H  Club  and  youth  courses  have 
had  large  enrollment  and  have  been  meaningful  in  equipping  students  for  im- 
proved performances.  As  in  former  years,  102  scholarships  of  $100  each  for 
extension  workers  attending  these  youth  courses  will  be  made  available  by 
the  Horace  A.  Moses  Foundation.  Two  of  our  staff,  Mylo  Doimey  and  Lloyd  Rut- 
ledge, will  be  instructors  for  summer  sessions  at  Cornell  and  Arkansas,  re- 
spectively. The  other  three  schools  will  have  competent  Instructors  also. 

Plans  are  going  forward  for  the  Human  Development  Workshop  at  Cornell,  under 
similar  arrangements  as  last  year.  Your  director  has  or  will  soon  receive 
specific  information. 

Earlier  we  mentioned  the  Social  Work  Institute  at  Boston  University,  School 
of  Social  Work,  to  be  held  March  25-29.  The  timing  of  this  institute  suits 
the  schedules  of  some  who  cannot  attend  professional  Improvement  courses  In 
•summer  months. 

4-H  CAMP  NAMED  FOR  »KETT"

PROPOSAL  FOR  ADVANCING  DATE  FOR  ACHIEVEMENT  RECORDS 


The  committee  judging  1956  records  got  a firsthand  look  at  the  extreme  pressure 
and  round-the-clock  operations  necessary  for  the  National  Committee  staff  to 
get  records  processed  and  ready  for  judging  in  the  limited  time  available,, 

The  group  recommended  that  the  Subcommittee  consider  advancing  the  "due"  date 
for  records  to  be  in  Chicago  from  October  25  to  October  20,  beginning  in  1958. 
In  order  to  make  a fair  decision,  the  Subcommittee  asked  Fern  Shipley,  chairman 
of  the  record  judging  committee,  to  survey  the  States  to  see  if  this  adjustment 
could  be  made  without  too  great  a hardship.  The  complexity  of  getting  about 
1,500  records  In  28  programs  processed  is  a complex  one.  As  the  number  of 
records  has  been  steadily  increasing  the  size  of  the  job  has  likewise  taken  on 
mammoth  proportions.

IDEAS  IN  ACTION  - SOME  OF  THE  THINGS  BEING  DONE  IN  THE  STATES 

TRAINING  OPPORTUNITIES: 

CALIFORNIA  - Staff  Training  Conference 

Effective  leadership  and  tooling-up-f or-the-job  were  discussed  by  California  county 
and  State  4-H  staff  members  in  their  recent  conference. 

COLORADO  - Series  of  Staff  Conferences 

A series  of  seven  regional  meetings  will  give  each  Colorado  agent  a chance  for  gain- 
ing and  sharing  ideas  related  to  successful  4-H  Club  work  to  meet  needs  of  youth. 

The  series  will  be  held  in  early  February. 

MAINE  - 4-H  Agents  Focus  on  Program  Planning 

A very  challenging  program  included  consideration  of:  The  situation  in  4-H  Club 

work  (Maine,  Northeast  and  the  U.S. ),  major  problems  affecting  further  expansion  of 
4-H  work  in  Maine,  determining  steps  in  program  planning,  decisions  on  earmarks  of  a 
good  program.  Finally,  three  topics  were  chosen  for  more  detailed  emphasis  by  work 
groups.  These  were  public  relations  and  public  information,  training  new  leaders, 
and  increasing  tenure  in  4-H  Club  work. 

MASSACHUSETTS  - Staff  training 

A November  conference  of  all  county  4-H  Club  agents,  featured  a series  of  workshop 
sessions  related  to  the  State  program.  In  December,  all  women  4-H  agents  met  for 
refresher  courses  In  clothing,  food,  child  care,  health,  and  home  improvement. 
Subject-matter  specialists  presented  recent  information  related  to  the  project 
areas. 

MICHIGAN  - Staff  Seminars 

The  4-H  Club  State  supervisory  and  subject-matter  staff  of  Michigan  is  including  a 
series  of  two-hour  seminars  in  the  program  for  1957.  The  overall  objective  of  the 
4-H  Seminar  is  to  give  the  4-H  staff  an  opportunity  to  take  a look  at  the  growth 
and  change  of  the  people  and  communities  served  by  the  4-H  program  in  order  to  keep 
the  program  current.  The  first  of  the  series  was  held  in  January.  Mr.  Bernard 
Ross,  Assistant  Professor,  Social  Work  with  Michigan  State  University,  reviewed 
some  of  the  principles  and  assumptions  in  the  groxrth  and  development  of  the  6 to 
12-year-old  youth.  This  was  followed  by  a lively  discussion  period. 
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OREGON  - Conference  for  Local  Leaders 

A January  conference  was  held  for  local  4-H  Club  leaders  and  for  county  Exten- 
sion agents  doing  4-H  work.  One  of  the  important  points  of  emphasis  was  devel- 
oping programs  for  older  4-H  Club  members,  and  methods  of  working  with  these 
youth. 

WEST  VIRGINIA  - 4-H  Club  Conference 

For  the  annual  January  conference,  one  agent  from  each  county  is  given  the  op- 
portunity to  participate  in  the  in-service  training.  A theme  of  "Focus”  was  the 
clever  organization  plan,  with  the  focus  being  given  to  various  aspects  of 
studying  our  jobs,  how  we  help  leaders,  project  emphasis,  balance  of  activi- 
ties, planning  ahead. 

WEST  VIRGINIA  - Series  of  Slides 

The  Poultry  Specialist  has  prepared  a series  of  slides  with  appropriate  script 
transcribed  on  tape.  This  was  made  available  to  the  counties  and  proved  a 
popular  teaching  device  at  4-H  Club  meetings.  Pictures  of  some  outstanding  4-H 
projects  in  the  States  were  included  in  the  series. 

WYOMING  - Clinics  for  4-H  Club  Leaders 

A Statewide  4-H  Leaders  Clinic  and  six  district  clinics  for  local  leaders  are 
on  the  calendar  for  February.  The  goal  is  to  reach  as  many  leaders  as  possible 
with  new  ideas.  The  two  or  three  leaders  who  attend  the  State  meeting  will 
assist  in  training  others  at  the  district  meetings. 

PROGRAMS  FOR  OLDER  MEMBERS: 

GEORGIA  - Expanded  4-H  Farm  Business  Project 

Georgia  has  planned  increased  opportunity  for  older  4-H  members  to  understand 
the  principles  and  methods  of  marketing  farm  products  and  buying  farm  supplies 
through  cooperatives  and  other  types  of  business.  Members  are  also  encouraged 
to  help  others  learn  about  these  principles  of  marketing  and  buying.  The 
highest  scoring  member  of  each  participating  county  will  receive  a trip  to 
the  1957  meeting  of  the  American  Institute  of  Cooperation  at  Colorado  A.  and  M. 
next  summer. 

BID  I ANA  - Rural  Youth  Day  at  Purdue,  January  3 

The  event  gave  recognition  to  club  achievements  in  1956  and  served  as  the 
kick-off  for  better  achievements  in  1957.  Rural  Youth  Clubs  of  57  counties 
received  Prairie  Farmer  awards  at  the  dinner. 

MARYLAND  - Annual  Conference  for  Older  (16-21)  Members  - January  10 

Introducing  the  theme  "Our  Future  Begins  Today",  the  program  was  keynoted  by 
Assistant  Dean  of  Men  Frederick  S.  DeMarr.  Miss  Dorothy  liner  son  of  the  State 
4-H  Staff  had  a session  of  "Brainstorming  for  Better  4-H  Programs  in  1957". 

A great  deal  of  time  was  devoted  to  discussions  by  the  club  members. 

NORTH  DAKOTA  - State  Conference  of  Rural  Young  Men  and  Women 

Eighty  representatives  of  14  counties  were  on  the  North  Dakota  campus  for  the 
event.  Two  of  the  many  interesting  program  features  were  a workshop  discussion 
on  "How  to  Get  Group  Participation"  led  by  Ed.  Pope  of  FES,  and  a panel  on 
"Social  Graces"  conducted  by  N.D.A.C.  students. 
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OKLAHOMA  - Older  4-H 

To  keep  older  boys  and  girls  interested  and  active  in  education  for  life,  Okla- 
homa carried  on  a three-fold  program:  4-H  Key  Club  Award  Program,  Junior  Leader- 

ship Projects,  and  Organization  of  Adult-like  Groups.  A collegiate  4-H  Club  was 
formed  at  Oklahoma  A.  and  M.  and  4-H  alumni  organizations  were  established  in 
various  sections  of  the  State. 


A NEW  SLANT: 


ALABAMA  - Unique  Group  Evaluation  Method 

This  was  used  by  Alabama's  twenty-four  dairy  champions  making  a trip  to  Chicago. 
The  boys  and  girls  each  selected  a main  highlight  of  their  trip  and  wrote  a brief 
story.  These  were  compiled  into  a mimeographed  pamphlet  and  made  a good  evalua- 
tion plan  as  well  as  a historical  souvenir.  This  $2000  trip  was  sponsored  by  the 
State  dairy  cattle  clubs.  It  is  an  example  of  the  strong  support  for  4-H  Club 
work  by  the  dairy  industry. 


CALIFORNIA  - Farm-City  Exchange 

Hi  4-H  members  participated  in  an  appropriate  exchange  during  Farm-City  Week . 

Young  people  from  Stanislaus  County  went  to  San  Francisco,  including  a luncheon 
where  the  Mayor  greeted  them.  Likewise  San  Francisco  youth  liked  their  visit  in 
Stanislaus  County  where  they  visited  a poultry  co-op,  a livestock  ranch,  a dairy 
ranch,  and  the  Agricultural  Extension  Service  offices. 

KENTUCKY  - "The  Tag  on  the  Feed  Bag" 

Club  members  who  present  demonstrations  or  talks,  as  part  of  a unique  contest  in 
Kentucky,  are  scored  both  on  the  quality  of  their  presentation  and  also  on  the 
number  of  people  who  have  been  reached.  Purpose  of  the  activity  is  to  teach  rural 
families  the  significance  of  the  tagvhich  appears  on  all  feeds  offered  for  sale. 
The  tags  indicate  name  of  feed,  the  manufacturer,  chemical  guarantee,  and.  the  in- 
gredients used. 

NEVADA  - Painted  heifer  was  a crowd-raiser 

4-H'ers  of  the  North  Truckee  area  scored  one  of  the  biggest  draws  of  the  fair 
with  their  exhibit  of  buying  meat.  A very  much  alive  young  Angus  was  marked  with 
a numbered  chart  showing  location  of  cuts  of  meat.  Members  penned  the  animal  up 
in  a booth  at  the  fair,  put  up  poster  backgrounds  on  meat  buying,  and  had  a ro- 
tating shift  of  4-H  heifer-sitters  for  "Baby."  Only  one  casualty:  "Baby"  played 

right  up  to  her  audience  like  a painted  trouper,  but  caught  one  of  their  human 
colds  and  received  a shot-full  of  penicillin  as  payment  for  a job  well  done. 

OKLAHOMA  - Interesting  Project 

Oklahoma's  Gun  Safety  project  gives  an  organized  program  to  teach  gun  safety  to 
young  hunters.  It  is  bringing  a new  type  of  leadership  in  the  4-H  program  also. 
National  Guard  members,  local  gun  wardens,  and  Extension  wildlife  specialists  are 
participating. 
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OREGON  - New  4-H  Beef  Feeding  Program 

First  marketing  day  was  held  recently  in  connection  with  a new  4-H  Club  beef- 
feeding program.  The  new  program,  on  a pilot  basis  in  Umatilla  County  last 
year,  worked  so  well  that  members  across  the  State  will  be  able  to  take  part  in 
1957.  In  the  program,  4-H’ers  have  a chance  to  gain  practical  experience  in  the 
low-cost  production  of  good  to  choice  grades  of  beef  by  raising  and  fattening 
steers  with  a maximum  of  pasture  and  roughage  and  a minimum  of  grain.  Members 
also  have  a chance  to  learn  about  livestock  markets  and  their  operations  as  the 
steers  are  soldo 

TEXAS  - Farm-City  Week  < 

When  the  Capital  City  Kiwanis  Club  (Travis  County)  was  given  a kit  containing 
materials  for  Farm-City  Week  observance,  they  made  $25  available  for  the  most 
outstanding  4-H  boy  coming  from  rural  areas  of  Travis  County.  Posters  announcing 
Farm- City  Week  were  displayed  in  eight  schools  in  the  county,  including  the  high 
school.  In  each  of  the  schools,  one  public  program  was  held  during  Farm-City  Week.
